Lewis appears to have turned 
down a deadend street by saying 
striking soft coal miners will re­ 
turn to work only when they get 
the full $1.90. 
The government’s Wage Stabili­ 
zation Board has shaved 40 cents 
from this total, saying only $1.50 
is allowable under inflation-control 
policy. Mine owners say they can’t 
violate the government order.

But Lewis, in a letter to a chief 
industry negotiator Tuesday, fired 
a bitter verbal barrage

LEWIS SAID the WSB action was 
an “ attempted thievery’’ of milk 
money from m iners’ babies. 
There seemed no way out of the 
impasse. 
All this posed a problem for the 
Democratic administration in the 
home stretch of the

It is generally consider­ 
ed bad politics to have a big strike 
in progress at election time. But 
any yielding to Lewis is bound to 
have wide repercussions.* 
Lewis has formally endorsed the 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
Adlai Stevenson, but some officials

City council's meeting Tuesday 
night, expected to be short a n d 
routine “like all the other sessions 
just before the Pumpkin Show,” de­ 
veloped into a surprise marathon 
affair lasting over three hours. 
City Solicitor George Gerhardt 
explained his office was handed 
an unexpectedly large amount of 
business to prepare for council’s 
consideration at about noon on 
the meeting day.

Seven ordinances were passed on 
first reading and an eighth was ap­ 
proved on third reading. All eight 
covered requests for fund transfers. 
An ordinance that would clear 
the way for a rate increase re ­ 
quested by Ohio Fuel Gas Co. was 
given second reading. An effort to 
suspend the rules to vote on its 
1 passage failed through negative 
votes cast by Councilmen Richard 
Penn and Ray Cook.

WITH PARTICULAR reference 
to fund transfer needs and the con­ 
ditions leading to them, Council­ 
man John Robinson after the meet­ 
ing said: 
“ If there was ever a meeting 
that showed the need of a city man­ 
ager government in Circleville it 
was this one tonight. We are for­ 
ever locking the door after t h e 
horse has been stolen!” 
Ordinances passed at the meet­ 
ing—all to amend the appropria­ 
tion ordinance—and discussions re­ 
lating to them were as follows: 
(1) To transfer the sum of $700 
from the general fund to the police 
departm ent for overtime. 
The ordinance as first present­ 
ed 
requested $1,400 
but 
the 
amount was cut in half at the 
suggestion of Councilman George 
Crites. 
City Health-Safety Director C. O. 
Leist said the overtime has been 
necessary “ because we’re short of 
regular policemen.” Crites, point- 


needed to pay for tar and gravel 
supplies already purchased. 
(3) To transfer the sum of $213.35 
from the w ater works improve­ 
ment fund to the engineering fund. 
Ervin Leist, city water and sew­ 
age department m anager, said the 
money was needed in connection 
with payments for the recently 
completed river-pipe project. 
(4) To transfer the sum of $150 
from the general fund to the police 
departm ent for sustenance of pris­ 
oners. 
When C. O. Leist explained 
“our fund for keeping prisoners 
is out,” Councilman Harold Clif­ 
ton asked how much had been 
spent for that purpose so far this 
year. Leist replied he did n o t 


have the information Immediate­ 
ly on hand. 
Questioned by Councilman J o s 
Brink as to how the city fed its 
prisoners, Leist replied they get 
one meal a day and “they don’t 
get any T-bone steaks.” 
(5) To transfer the sum of $360 
from the general fund to the park­ 
ing meter fund. 
C. O. Leist explained the re­ 
quested amount would conclude the 
last payment on the city’s parking 
meters. 
(6) To transfer the sum of $100 
from the general fund to the police 
department for radio repairs.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.— (*V-The 
two m ajor candidates for the presi­ 
dency, Republican Dwight Eisen­

White House 
campaigns ever waged. 
Both candidates were hammering 
away at the Communism issue in 
their talks. 
General Eisedhower headed for 
Connecticut, Maasachusetta and 
New York while Governor Stev­ 
enson moved through Indiana aad 
Ohio, also bound for New York. 
The 62-year-old Republican can­ 
didate wasn’t sparing himself or his 
staff as he fought for the 266 elec­ 
toral votes needed for victory on 
Nov. 4. 
In a followup to his rousing re­ 
ception Tuesday in Boston, he mov­ 
ed on Hartford, Conn., and Spring­ 
field and Pittsfield, Mass., as pre­ 
liminary stops to a major speech 
Wednesday night in Troy, N. Y. 
The three states have a total of 
69 electoral votes. 
Police estim ated that up to 100,- 
000 people—perhaps more—crowd­ 
ed into the streets and the Boston 
Common to give 
Eisenhower

roaring welcome.

Take Part In 
Dramatic Test 


If It Not Final Answer 
To Whipping Disease, 
But Is Preventative 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 22-UB-The 
first practical way to prevent much 
paralysis from polio—right now— 
was disclosed Wednesday. 
A magical material from human 
blood, gamma globulin, gives pret­ 
ty good protection. 
The scientific proof came frem 
dramatic testa on 55,900 U. S. 
children during the last two sum­ 
mers. They took the experimen­ 
tal shots, each getting a lollipop 
to dry his tears from the shock 
of a needle. 
There are drawbacks to this pre­ 
ventative. It is not a vaccine. It 
protects about five weeks, maybe 
more. By no means is 1* the final 
or best answer to halt polio. 
But it could be a fireman to stop 
localized polio epidemics, saving 
many children, even adults, from 
paralysi^. 
This great stride was announced 
by Dr. William Me. D. Ham moo 
of the University of Pittsburgh to 
the American Public Health Asso­ 
ciation.

THE SHOTS gave really signifi­ 
cant protection against all threo 
types of polio virus that can cause 
human paralysis, Dr. Hammen 
said. 
Gamma globulin—GG for an easy 
nickname—is a 
protein 
In your 
blood that carries a n t i b o d i e a 
against diseases. If polio virus in­ 
vades you, you create antibodies to 
fight it. Most of us have had mild 
polio we never even knew about, 
and the GG in our blood contains 
antibodies against one or more of 
the three types of polio virus. 
GG from human blood was gtv* 
en to half of the 55,000 children. 
The other half got harmless, use­ 
less shots of gelatin, which looks 
exactly like the straw-colored GG 
liquid. 
Ninety of the 54,772 children later 
developed paralytic polio. 
Of them, 64 were kids who bad 
received the useless gelatin. 
Twenty-six were children who 
had received the GG shots and Dr. 
Hammon called this difference in 
number "highly significant.” 
In the first week after the injec­ 
tions. 12 children getting GG de­ 
veloped polio. So did 16 children 
getting gelatin. 
In the second week there was a 
sharp rise in protective effect. Only 
three GG children developed polio,

candidate to blurt out: “ Yah, damn 
it," and now, egg tossers have en­ 
tered the scene.

Tuesday, 
somebody 
pitched 
a 
couple of eggs in President Tru­ 
m an’s general direction while he 
was addressing a crowd in Jersey 
I City, N. J. They landed at least 


25 feet away from him, but he gave 
no sign of having seen them. 
The Republicans have had the 
most trouble. Gen. Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower, who apologized for the 
broadcast “ damn it,” was in the 
one mishap that could hfcve had 
tragic consequences.

Akron Votes 
End To Rent 
Control Law 


AKRON, Oct. 22^u-Akron went 
off rent controls Wednesday despite 
a government order classifying the 
nation’s rubber capital as a “criti­ 
cal defense area.” 
A heavily industrialized city of 
some 275,000, Akron is the first 
“ critical” area In Ohio to take this 
action. But a number of other 
Ohio cities are considering doing 
the same thing. 
Classification as a critical area 
by the government 
automatically 
restores rent controls. 
However, Akron’s city council 
decided, 10 to 3, Tuesday that there 
is no serioAs housing shortage here 
and removed controls for the sec­ 
ond time in a month. 
The law permits this, but the fed» 
eral government reserves the right 
to reverse the decision. 
Like Akron, cities such as War­ 
ren, Canton, 
Massillon and Alli­ 
ance had either allowed controls to 
die Oct. I or killed them by local 
action, only to be placed under the 
critical defense category. 
Massillon has been off rent con­ 
trols since February of 1951.

Akron Votes 
End To Rent 
Control Law 


AKRON, Oct. 2 2 A k r o n went 
off rent controls Wednesday despite 
a government order classifying the 
nation’s rubber capital as a “ criti­ 
cal defense area.” 
A heavily industrialized city ai 
some 275,000, Akron is the first 
“ critical” area in Ohio to take this 
action. But a 
number of other 
Ohio cities are considering dotng 
the same thing. 
Classification as a critical area 
by the government automatically 
restores rent controls. 
However, Akron's city council 
decided, IO to 3. Tuesday that there 
is no serious housing shortage here 
and removed controls for the sec­ 
ond lime in a month.

32 more, for a total of 52 within 
the first five weeks. 
Some of the 26 GG children may 
already have had the polio virus 
in their bodies before the GG could 
exert protection, Dr. Hammon said. 
They might have escaped, if they 
had received the GG earlier. 
* * * 
APPARENTLY, humans swallow 
polio virus. Within about a week, it 
goes from the intestines to the 
bloodstream, staying there four or 
five days before it starts invading 
nerves to cause paralysis. 
In 
monkeys, 
GG given 
early 
enough hits and 
neutralizes the 
virus while it is still in the blood, 
before there are any signs of sick­ 
ness. Results announced today show 
that the same protection can occur 
in humans. GG cannot do any good 
if it is given too late—after or about 
the time the virus starts attacking 
nerves. 
The 90 paralytic 
polio 
cases 
means children who showed some 
signs of paralysis, at any time. 
Some recovered completely. 
The GG shots had some sparing 
effect even among youngsters who 
did get paralysis. Within 30 days, 
half of the GG kids had recovered 
completely. In that same period, 
none of those getting gelatin had 
recovered completely. 
In the first week after the shots 
were given, the GG had little, if 
any, noticeable effect. Nearly as 
many children getting GG develop­ 
ed polio as those getting gelatin. 
But then came a sharp rise in 
protective effect. 
* • • 
IN THE SECOND week, only 
three GG children got polio, against 
23 gelatin. From the second through 
the fifth weeks, only six GG chil­ 
dren 
developed 
paralytic 
polio, 
against 38 of those getting gelatin. 
After five weeks, protective ef­ 
fect of the GG fades. The anti­ 
bodies in the GG, borrowed from 
someone else, are not permanent. 
... more permanent way of getting 
antibodies is to use a vaccine that 
contains polio virus. In reaction to 
the virus, the human body might 
develop permanent antibodies. 
A first step toward such a real 
vaccine was announced Monday 
by Johns Hopkins scientists, who 
found that 
a 
vaccine produce 
antibodies in six children. 
Dr. Hammon presented a pre­ 
liminary report on the GG find­ 
ings, the largest human field trials 
ever conducted in medical history. 
It cost $1 
million 
in 
March of 
DimesrfUnds. It was made possible 
only by the courageous, unselfish 
cooperation of parents, townspeople 
and doctors in three areas of Tex­ 
as, Iowa and Utah. 
GG could never be a full answer 
to polio control. 
A huge problem would be to get 
enough human blood donations to 
give very many shots. A pint of 
blood yields enough GG to give one 
child just one temporarily protec­ 
tive shot.

BLOOD PLASMA, left over after 
taking out GG, still could be used 
for transfusions. 
But the public 
isn’t yet donating anywhere near 
enough blood for Korea, civilian de­ 
fense stockpiles, and use in hospi­ 
tals at home. 
But 
Americans 
might 
g i v e 
enough of their blood to supply GG 
for use in areas where polio breaks 
out. Children there could get the 
shots, to keep them from getting 
paralyzed, and put out the spred 
fire of a polio epidemic. 
The GG for these tests, sup­ 
plied by the American Red Cross, 
came from blood collected during 
World War II. 
A critical question still to be an­ 
swered is whether the children who 
were saved from paralysis still de­ 
veloped their own antibodies in re­ 
action to the virus 
invasion. 
If 
they didn’t, they could still be sus­ 
ceptible next year to attack from 
the sam e virus. If GG not only 
spared them from paralysis, but 
let them make their own antibod­ 
ies, they will be self-protected for 
m any years to come. 
When a polio vaccine becomes 
available, the GG shots could be 
helpful. Use of the vaccine would 
be safer.

One of the by-products of the present 
campaign is the variety of suggestions for 
changing our system of nomination and 
election. The proposals represent a normal 
reaction to a system which has becom e out­ 
moded by the increase of population in the 
large cities 8nd by radio and television. 
The critics of the present methods of 
nomination and election usually disregard 
two factors which are of very great impor­ 
tance: 
1. That the nomination of a candidate is

VICE PRESIDENTS 
CANDIDATES FOR 
VICE 
president 
have been attracting more attention in this 
campaign than in any since the law was 
changed more than a century ago. In the 
early days of the Republic candidates ran 
for president and the second m an in the 
voting automatically became vice presi­ 
dent. Under that system the m an in suc­ 
cession to the President was presumably 
of presidential caliber. 
For many years the political conventions 
have been selecting vice presidents on the 
basis of geographical location, their stand­ 
ing with large voting groups or other rea­ 
sons of expediency, rather than because of 
their qualifications to be President in case 
that official died or was removed from of­ 
fice. Yet for a fifth of the period of the na­ 
tion’s history the vice president, because of 
rem oval by death of the chief executive, 
served as president. 
Under the system of succession, b o t h 
m en at the top of the ballot on a party 
ticket should have presidential qualifica­ 
tions. There is alw ays the possibility that 
the second m an on the ticket will be called 


upon to head the executive department of I w“ s te f U1 o ftfm e and has focused‘a Uent ion 


within the province of each State, to be con­ 
ducted by each State by whatever method 
the State chooses. 
Any proposal for a change therefore has 
to take in these restrictions. The two-party 
system is a valuable institution because by 
this m eans dictatorship and tyranny are 
prevented and the dangers from dema- 
goguery 
are 
supposed 
to 
be 
limited 
Were there no two-party system , President 
Truman could have remained in office un­ 
til he was removed by revolution, as is the 
practice in countries where a dictatorship 
is usual; or, he could appoint his succes­ 
sor, as Stalin is doing in Soviet Russia. 
The heart of the tw’o-party system is the 
selection of a candidate by a party conven­ 
tion, the delegates to which are chosen by 
partisans in each State, according to local 
rules. The employment of a national pri­ 
mary, which has been suggested, w o u l d 
place a limitation upon the rights of the 
States. It would be tantamount to holding 
tw o elections. As a matter of fact, the pri­ 
mary is already too costly to candidates. 
Television has, in many respects, made 
the party convention appear to be ridicu­ 
lous. The desire of some delegates to ask 
for a roll-call so that they can be m a d e 
visible to the home folks has proved so

RENEWAL OF LARGE SCALE fighting 
in Korea points up the fact that the Chi­ 
nese Communists have consolidated their 
forces greatly during the truce-talk lull.

In the big cities, voting is becom­ 
ing a real hardship because of the 
delay. A two-day election could bp 
useful, if so devised that the bal­ 
lots could be cast swiftly and that 
voters did not postpone their par­ 
ticipation to the last moment of the 
second day. 
On the other hand, there would 
have to be a universal agreement 
among the election officials of the 
48 States, among newspapers and 
the radio, that no results would be 
published until the polls had finally 
been closed in every part of the 
country. 
It would be wrong to permit the 
first day s vote to influence the sec­ 
ond day s vote. 
Unfortunately there are m a n y 
who still believe that they like to 
vote for the winner, which is to 
stultify the election to a horse race. 
Such people would be influenced by 
prem ature results. 
Even without two-day voting, it 
would be preferable if results were 
announced two or three days after 
election day, but that idea will not 
prove popular. 
The people want to know the re­ 
sults In the big cities, the two-day 
vote would only be practical if a 
moratorium were declared on elec­ 
tion news for the two-day period. 
Otherwise, the news 
itself would 
become a device of electioneering. 
Surely, our elections are too com­ 
plex and too expensive. When this 
one is over, little thought will be 
given to this subject until 1956. 
Yet, something serious ought to 
he done to reform nominations and 
elections before then.
